(US005960420A) describes a DBMS for a workflow system that recites substantially the same 
tables as described in the claims c9. 18-55. Leymann et al (US006415297B1 describes a process 
for copying user defined field, but to a log table, not a field in the process table. Although a 
change in the organization in data in a DBMS could be considered obvious, in this case, there 
would be no suggestions to take the specific steps of specifically copying a field that was easily 
accessible though the audit trail and placing it within the process table. 

The other cited references are cited as showing the state of the art.
